It is to be cut as ſoon as it be- 
ginneth to Bower: Which (in the hot Coun- 
tries, Provence, Languedoc and Spain) it doth 
five or ſix Times, and ſome Years ſeven or 
eight Times in a Summer; but in this Cli- 


mate, it uſeth to be cut twice a Year, about 
the End of June, and about the End of Sep- 
tember.

An Arpent de Terre (which how much it is 


in Engliſh Meaſure, Cotgrave's Dictionary will

Lucern; eſpecially if it proves a wet ſeaſon, 
and your Corn is ſtrong. . If there is no corn 

ſown amongſt it, you muſt be obliged to 
mow the Weeds, and run a Chance of cut- 
85 mg. the Lucern with them : And, being very 
ſappy, you cannot imagine how detrimental 
it is to leed it, when s but, when the 


Corn will be fit to mow, the Lucern 5 
may n be cut. | 


As to the Duration: It will laſt as long as 
the Ground is kept clean. I faw fome, at 
Mr. Middlemar's at Grantham, in his Gar- 
den, that was forty Years old; and it was 
very fine. To keep it thorough clean, you 
muſt harrow it every time it is mowed; and, 
if requiſite, at Michaelmas, and in February | 
and March: If you once leave it foul, it will 
be very expenſive to clean. You muſt-make

Ground : As tq the laſt, one can work that 
only in diy Weather; and as there are ſome 
Marſhes in which Cattle ſink; in the 
Droughts, one work them with a Spade: 
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And, for Fear of bad Weathef, ſow the Seed 
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muſt not be ſowed very deep: When ſowed, 
run a light Hartow over it. In Marſhy 


Ground, one muſt ſeize every Opportunity of 
Owitzg it; without ſubhecting one's ſelf to Sea- 


ſons. You muſt ſow four Pounds to an Acre, 


both in marſhy, and ſtrong dry Land; one 
may ſow it, in the laſt, from Febrpary till 
September or October. It is not neceſſary to 
ſow Wheat amongſt it, as one does amongſt 
other Paſture; becauſe it grows, the firſt Year, 
like a Corn Field. Horſes and Cows prefer 
it to all other Paſture. In America, thoſe 
that put their Horſes to Graſs, make their 
Bargain with the Fartmers, that they ſhall be 
fed with nothing elſe but Timothy. It grows 
alſo in Ruſſia: General Keith told one of 
our Grandees ; that, commanding the Troops 
in Ruſſia, he had been obliged. to ſend the 
Cavalry before the Infantry, to beat it down, 
otherwiſe the Infantry could never have got 
through it.

To make Hay of it. It muſt be cot, as 
ſoon. as it is in Ears; becauſe it is a- ſtrong 
Graſs, and ſomewhat difficult to make Hay 
of, in bad Weather. If you have bad Wea- 
ther, making the Hay, and that it is waſhed. 
with the Rain, you muſt ſtay till it is dry 
Weather; then dry it well, and put in Ricks:

And, when very dry, put a Layer of Salt bei ee. 
each Bed of Hay, as before directed. 
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When d ſave: Seed. One ought not to 
cut it but when the Seed is ripe; which is 
partly the ſame Time as Corn is. One may 
cut it in May, while it is young; but, if one 
does cut it then, the Crop of Seed will not 
be fo large: And moreover, the Seed will 
ripen later; then, wet rainy Weather com- 
ing on it, when it ripens ſo late, it will not 
do ſo well. Timothy produces a very great 
Crop; and is one of the moſt excellent 
Graſſes: For, in Marſhes, where Horſes can 
ſcarcely paſs, it grows ſo ſtrong, that it can 
bear a Cart or Waggon. I have ſowed ſome 
in my Ground, in September, October, and 
November: And, as ſoon as it was out of 
the Ground, it lay under Water, and re- 
mained ſo for four Months and a Half; yet 

ſtill retained its Verdure, even under Water: 
But that I had ſowed in September and Oc- 
tober, throve better than that ſowed in No- 
vember. e |

Ward, let a Buſhel and a Half of Barley ſuf- 

fice for an Acre, upon Condition that your 
Land is pretty good, otherwiſe two Buſhels. 
Alſd, if you fow late, make uſe of two Bu- 
ſhes upon an Acre; for this Reaſon, That 
the Corn will not branch, nor yield ſo well, 
as if ſown forward. As my Aim is to pre- 
ſerve your Land from Filth, as well as to keep 
it continually cropped, when you ſave your 
Purple Clover Seed, you are to fave it from 
the ſecond Cut; after which put the Plough 
to work, and get your Land in Order for 
what you think proper: Whereas, if you 
leave it for the ſecond Vear your Land will 
get foul. What has thus far been ſaid, is 
Chiefly in regard to your. feeding of Sheep. 
For all other Cattle, as Bullocks, Horſes and 
Cows, I recommend the Lucero, to be ſown 
in all your deep Lands. One Acre of Lu- 
cern, will produce more Fodder; than three 
Acres of any other Graſs; and is the richeſt. 
of all that have reached our Knowledge. It 
will fatten a Bullock better in five Weeks, 
than the beſt Fodder you can' as
